DATA FOR INDIVIDUAL STATIONS . 


The data presented here are taken from the Statistical Health Reports, 
‘orm 86ab, rendered weekly to the Office of The Surgeon General by every 
hospital and separate dispensary in the continental United States. Troops 
n transit and certain small detachments are not required to submit reports; 
or this and other reasons, total strength of reporting units has been con- 
istently about 1 percent below the actual strength of the Army inthis coun- 
ry. The mean strength shown for individual stations is that of Army person- 
el attached or assigned for medical care and does not include organizations 
ot on the post but dependent on the station for hospitalization. 


Because of the desirability of placing the information in circulation 
t the earliest possible time following its receipt, figures are in general 
fhown herein as reported. Where there is some doubt as to the accuracy of 
the reported figures, their verification is requested, and the fact that 
_ they have been so questioned is indicated by the symbol (a Dy 
MORBIDITY DATA 

_ Admissions are reported only for cases hospitalized or confined to 
quarters and excused from duty for 24 hours or longer, except for certain 
ases carded for record only (chiefly venereal disease cases treated on a 
ty status, and deaths which occurred before admission to hospital or quar- 
ters). Admissions designated as "injury" comprise all traumatisms other than 
battle casualties (i.e., morbid conditions due toexternal causes, including 
poisons taken internally, results of exposure to heat, cold and light, and 
_feactions to medications as wellas various types of wounds not due to enemy 
; action). Under present conditions there would not be any direct admissions 
in the continental United States properly classifiable as battle casualties. 
11 cases other than those of injury or battle casualty are classified as 
isease." The presence of Ports of Embarkation and of large numbers of 
asuals admitted should be borne in mind in making comparisons between Ser- 
rice Commands and individual stations. 
_ Admission rates are shown for all causes combined, for all diseases 
ombined, for injuries and for a few specific diseases. These rates are 
yresented on an annual basis to facilitate comparisons with corresponding 
ates inannual and monthly reports. Such annual rates of admission indicate 
e number of admissions per thousand mean strength which would occur over 
year’s time if the current week’s experience continued for a year. 


-_ The report also shows the number of cases of the more common communi- 
ible and certain other diseases of special interest. Appended isalist of 
ases reported for the rarer communicable and certain other diseases. 


The average proportion of the daily strength of the command which is 
: Fond ined to hospital or quarters (mean number of non-effectives per thousand 
strength) is given in the summary table for the total United States and for 
ch of the Service Commands. This ratio may not be significant when the 
rength of aCommand is changing markedly or when a Command has a relatively 
‘large number of General Hospitals. 


The funder of enlisted men discharged during the week on Certificates 
of Disability for Discharge (CDD) are shown for individual stations. These 
ata should be distinguished from the figures for "honorable discharges for 
physical and mental disqualification" assembled by The Adjutant General’s 
fice; the latter include discharges for inaptness in addition to CDD’s and 
e tabulated on a somewhat different basis (e.g., the April data represent

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NATURE OF THE DATA 


MORTALITY DATA 


Recent studies indicate that the reporting of deaths on Forms 86ab is 
incomplete, especially in the case of deaths from injury. 
understatement in the mortality rate from injury may be as much as 15 per- 
cent and occasionally even more, but the death rate from disease is not 
materially understated. Therefore incomputing mortality rates from injury 
and from all causes on the basis of the corresponding numbers of deaths, as 
shown in this report, an appropriate adjustment for the underreporting of 
such deaths must be made. 


STATIONS WITH HIGHEST MORBIDITY RATES 


Included inthe report is atable listing the stations (having strength 
of 5000 or over) with the highest morbidity rates from all causes, from all 
diseases combined, from injuries, and from a few specific diseases. Not 
infrequently, the excessively high rates of admission for all causes and for 
all diseases combined reported fromreception centers reflect a large number 
of venereal disease cases among newly inducted men. Therefore, more signi- 
ficant of high morbidity from disease are the rates of admission for disease 
excluding venereal infections existing prior to induction, which rates are 
also shown in the table. 


EXPLANATORY MATTER 


In reading the detail tables, it should be borne inmind that admission © 


rates based onsmall numbers of cases are not reliable. For this reason the 
symbol (?) is placed after admission rates computed on the basis of 5 or 
fewer cases. 


Where the current week’s data for a particular station have not been 


received, the latest available figures are substituted therefor 
symbol (#) is placed after the name of the station.

jrates recorded this year. It is believed that the 
icurrent relatively low level of injuries reflects com- 
fpliance with the recently issued directive regarding 
_|reportable injuries; this clarification provided that 
fjreadmitted cases and injuries existing prior to entry 
jinto active service aod be reported as "disease" 
‘trather than as “injury." Because of this, it may be 
janticipated that the injury admission rate for some 
_lweeks to come may show more of a downward tendency 
_fthan would otherwise have prevailed.

The admission rate from pneumonia remained at 10

VARIATIONS IN MORBIDITY BY SERVICE COMMAND 
All Causes: Disease and Injury: 

The admission rate from disease decreased in 
Service Command, with the greatest changes occurring 
the Second, Fifth, and Sixth Service Commands, all 
which showed declines of ten percent or more. 


The Third Service Command reported the highest 
bidity from all causes (665 per thousand) and from 
ease (618 per thousand), closely followed by the Se 
Service Command. The lowest morbidity from all ca 
(503 per thousand) was reported by the Fifth Service 
Command, while the lowest morbidity from disease (4 
per thousand) was again registered in the Eighth Se

For the first tim 
in many weeks no Service Command reported morbidity f 1 
this cause in excess of 10 per thousand, 
NON-EFFYECTIVE RATE: 

The non-effective rate increased for the sixte 
consecutive week to 49.5 per thousand; this is the 
highest rate recorded during this war. More than 25 
percent of the current non-effective rate arises from 
days of treatment for cases evacuated from overseas eS 
theaters. The non-effective rate for personnel sta 
in this country is estimated to be lower than in 19k: 


PATIENTS REMAINING UNDER TREATMENT, 3 November 194s 


The number of neuropsychiatric cases remaining ~ 
was reported at 19,988 or about 100 more than for the 
previous week. The number of non-battle injury patien 
remaining totaled about 31,000.

| remaining 2 percent are accounted for in part by cer-

| lations with small numbers of U.S. Amy patients). As 
| of the end of October, practically all large stations 
| throughout the country were reporting such data, except 
for several Transportation Corps hospitals which had 

| not set up reconditioning programs.

For the total United States, 74 percent of the tote | 
patients remaining in hospital as of 27 October were | 
participating in the reconditioning program as compar iF 
with 72 percent as of the end of September. In General) 


‘Hospitals, which accounted for almost 50 percent of th 


total patients, the corresponding proportion as of the 
end of October was somewhat higher (75 percent), whil 
for other ASF hospitals and AAF hospitals, the figure 
were 68 percent and 83 percent respectively. There wa 
a definite increase in the proportion participating a 
AAF hospitals and ASF hospitals other than General a 
pitals between the end of September and the end Lies 
October. Rest: 


The proportion of total patients participating in | 
the reconditioning program varied considerably by Ser-— | 
vice Command. The highest proportion (89 percent) was | 
again reported in the Second Service Command followed | 
by the Seventh and Ninth Service Commands (with about | 
82 percent). On the other hand, the lowest proportio! 
was registered in the Eighth Service Command where on 
63 percent of the patients remaining were in the reco! 
ditioning program. Both the Fourth and the Eighth Ser-/ 
vice Commands showed notable rises in the apts es 
participating in October. = 


For the United States as a whole, the patients 
‘remaining in the reconditioning program were sub- 
divided as follows:

From the above it will be noted that General Hos- 
‘pitals tended to have more patients in Class 3 and 
‘somewhat fewer patients in the other classes (particu- 
| larly Class 1) than was the case for all hospitals in 
the country. The other ASF hospitals had relatively 
fewer patients in Class 3, while for AAF hospitals 
there were decidedly more patients in Classes 1 and 2 
and considerably fewer in Class 3. This may reflect, 

| to some extent, differences in classification of 
patients as between AAF and other hospitals, since 

| many of the former had reconditioning programs some 

| time before sucn were instituted on an Army-wide basis. 
|All three types of hospitals showed about the same pro- 
| portions in Class 4. It is noteworthy that these dis- 
| tributions are almost identical with the corresponding 
jones at the end of September. 


The distribution of patients remaining by class 

| varied considerably by Service Command. The highest 

| proportion of Class 4 patients was again reported by 

| the Sixth Service Command (40 percent), with no other 
| Service Command having a figure in excess of 32 per~ 

| cent; the lowest proportion of Class 4 patients was 

| again shown by the First Service Command (25 percent). 
/In respect to Class 3 patients, the highest proportion 
| was again reported by the First Service Command (66 

| percent), while the Fourth and Eighth Service Commands

had the lowest proportion (39 percent). 


The highest proportion of Class 2 patients was 
recorded in the Third Service Command (20 percent), 
while the lowest was in the First Service Command (4 
percent). In respect to Class 1 patients, both the 
Fourth and Eighth Service Commands showed the highest 
proportion (about 14 percent), while the lowest was in 
the Second, Third, Fifth and Sixth Service Commands — 
(about 4 percent). 


Patients returned to duty from the reconditioning 
program quite naturally came primarily from Classes 1 
and 2. The distribution by class was as follows: 

Class 1-37 percent, Class 2—~22 percent, Class 3-~32 
percent, and Class 4--9 percent. This distribution for 
October is almost identical with that for the previous 
month. These proportions differed considerably as 
between General Hospitals, other ASF Hospitals, and AAF| 
Hospitals. Thus, General Hospitals showed an umsually 
high proportion returned to duty from Class 3 (45 per- 
cent), while AAF hospitals showed a relatively large 
proportion returned to duty from Classes 1 and 2 (50 — 
and 30 percent respectively). General Hospitals showed 
51 percent returned to duty from Classes 1 and 2 com 
bined, while other ASF hospitals showed only 43 percent 
from these two classes but reported an unusually high | 
proportion returned to duty from Class 4 (12 percent). 


Of the patients in the reconditioning program who 
were discharged with CDD's during the four-week period 
ending 27 October, 70 percent were from Class 3 (as — 
contrasted with 71 percent in September; the remaining 
30 percent were subdivided as follows: Class 4--ll per 
cent, Class 2—14 percent, and Class 1-—-5 percent. In | 
General Hospitals, where more than half of the CDD's | 
were reported, 75 percent of those discharged were from} 
Class 3 and only 14 percent from Classes 1 and 2 com | 
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
